With realization of it imbedded in the 
subconscious, the experience will be there 
in memory to shape an alternate judg- 
ment when repetition of a situation arises 
later on in life, or in some life in future.

. T. TROWBRIDGE, a novelist who

“Fully a half-century ago I became fa-

ever explain away. I was convinced that 
under all the frauds and foibles that

us signals more or less intelligible through 
the mists that have closed in upon their 
voyage. I found in the communications 
so much that was confused and mislead- 
ing that I gradually ceased to consult 
them after I had become fully satisfied 
as to their source. But the faith thus 
established has never faltered, and to it 
I have owed, especially in times of be- 
reavement, many consolations. Even 
though the identity of the voices may 
sometimes rest in doubt, yet much re- 
mains.

In matters of dress, the asceticism 
of the society was very pronounced, 
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They regarded oil as a defilement, even 
washing. it off if anointed with it against 
their, wills. They did not change their 
clothing nor their shoes till they -were 
tom in pieces or worn completely away. 
The color of their garments was always 
white, although what sort of white we 
may be left to conjecture if they never 
changed their clothes until they fell to 
pieces on them, 

Their daily routine was prescribed for 
them in the strictest manner. Before the 
rising of the sun they were to speak of 
nothing secular or profane, but offer 
to the sun certain traditional forms of 
prayer, as though beseeching it to rise. 
In this they seem to touch somewhat upon 
the principles of the Zoroastrians. There- 
after they went about their daily tasks 
working industriously at whatever trades 
they knew till the fifth hour, when they 
assembled, and girding on a garment of 
linen, bathed in. cold water. They next 
seated themselves quietly in the one din- 
ing hall, where the baker set bread in 
order, and the cook brought each a single 
dish of one kind of food. Before meals 
and after them, grace was said by a 

priest. After dinner they resumed work 

till sunset. After sunset they had supper, 
at which guests of the order joined them, 
if there happened to be such present. 

Withal there was no noise or confusion 

to mar the tranquility of their inter- 

course. No one usurped more than his 
share of the conversation. The stillness 
of the eating-place impressed the stranger 
with a sense of mysterious awe. This 
composure of spirit was owing to theit 
perfect temperance in eating and drink- 
ing 

Not only in the daily routine of the 
society, but generally, the activity of their 
members was controlled by their presi- 
dents. In only two things could they 
take the initiative: helpfulness and mer- 
cy. The deserving poor and the destitute 
were to receive instant relief, but no 

7 member could give anything to his rela- 
tives without consulting the heads of the 
society. These heads were elected. 

N They bad also their special courts of 
justice, which were composed of not less 
than a hundred members, and their de- 
cisions, atrived at with great care, were 
irreversible. Oaths were strictly forbid- 

den; their word was considered stronger 

„hini any oath. They were just and tem- 


perate in anger; guardians.of good faith, 
and the ministers of the peace obedient 
to the elders and the majority. 

But the moral characteristics which 
they most earnestly cultivated and en- 
joined, best appear in their rules of initia- 
tion. There was a novitiate of three years, 
during which the intended member was 
tested for his fitness to become a member 
of the whole. If the result was satisfac- 
tory he was admitted, but before partak- 
ing of the common meal he was requited 
to sweat awful oaths that he would rev- 
erence the Deity, do justice to men, 
hurt no man voluntarily or at the com- 
mand of another, hate the unjust and 
assist the just, and render fidelity to all 
men—especially the rulers of the society 
seeing that no one ruled but God. He 
also vowed, if he should rule himself, to 
make no violent use of his power nor 
outshine those set under him, by superior 
display, but make his aim to cherish 
truth and unmask liars, to be pure from 
theft and unjust gain, to conceal noth- 
ing from his fellow-members nor divulge 
any of the affairs of the society to other 
men, even at risk of death. He would 
help to transmit their doctrines un- 
changed, and to keep the books of the

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Big Words 


VERY little while the la- 
ment comes in, that the 
Soulcraft Doctrine as ex- 
pounded in the Scripts 
PS oe. and Broadcasts contains 
an too many eight pound 
words. Why can’t the terminology be 
simple and concise and expressed in com- 
mon parlance? The query is logical and 
yet there are many reasons why common 
parlance is inadequate. 


The English language, according to a 
tally of Webster’s Unabridged Diction- 
ary, contains something like 225,000 
words. Each one of those words has come 
into existence and usage—when they are 
used—to express a definite idea, or snade 
of meaning of an idea. The vocabulary 
of the average American citizen the year 
around does not contain more than 1,500 
words, and as a rule around 500. Such a 
vocabulary means a limitation of expres- 
sion. 

When a person doesn’t do much think- 
ing, or expressing of new ideas, 500 words 
serve him. They serve him in the ordi- 
nary intercourse of human society, get- 
ting him his creature comforts, passing 
the time of day, commenting upon the 
weather or the latest tax levies of the Ad- 
ministration. But immediately the beaten 
track of commonplace ideas is aban- 
doned, new terms must come into em- 
ployment to convey those ideas. You 
can’t get into a new motorcar, fresh off 
the Detroit assembly line, and drive it 
by the old bucolic admonitions of Gid- 
dap!” and “Whoa!”

But hunting a dictionary and learning 
new words and concepts is an effort to- 
ward self-improvement that such people 
may need most!

ri POPE has just de- 
creed for millions of Ro- 
man Catholics that they 
shall believe that Christ 
picked up His mother, 
some 1900 years ago, and 
bore her up to heaven“ physically—this 
despite the fact that Sacred Writ no- 
where makes mention of such a touching 
circumstance. No particular moral harm 
is contained in such assumption, how- 
ever, and Protestants who sneer might 
find just as many incredulities in their 
own excesses of denominationalism. But 
there are greater and more important 
points to be considered in this aspect of 
Christianity. 
The Roman Church is a world-wide 
organization devoted not so much to the 
worship of Christ as to the worship of 
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His mother. Millions of the younger gen- 
eration are not aware that the dogma of 
the Immaculate Conception was not pro- 
nounced official for Catholics until the 
8th of December, 1854—about 96 years 
ago. On that date Pope Pius IX defined 
the tenet of belief for this branch of the 
world’s Christians in the following 
terms: 

“The doctrine which holds that the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, from the first in- 
stant of her conception, was, by a most 
singular grace and privilege of Almighty 
God, in view of the merits of Jesus 
Christ, the Redeemer of the human race, 
preserved from all taint of Original Sin, 
is a doctrine revealed by God, and there- 
fore to be firmly and steadfastly believed 
by all the faithful.” 

These words presupposed the distinc- 
tion between original, or racial, and actu- 
al, or personally incurred sin. There is no 
dispute that the Church has always held 
the Blessed Virgin to be sinless, in the 
sense of actual or personal sin. The ques- 
tion of the Immaculate Conception re- 
gards racial or original sin only. 

It is admitted that the doctrine as de- 
fined by Pius IX was not explicitly 
mooted before the Twelfth Century. But 
it was claimed that it is implicitly con- 
tained in the teachings of the Fathers. 
Their expressions on the subject of the 
Sinlessness of Mary are, it is pointed out, 
so ample and so absolute that they must 
be taken to include original sin as well 
as actual. 

The well-known words of St. Augus- 
tine may be cited: “As regards the moth- 
er of God, I will not allow any question 
of sin.” It is true that he was speaking 
of actual or personal sin. But his argu- 
ment is, that all men are sinners; that 
they are so, through original depravity; 
that this original depravity may be over- 
come by the grace of God, and he adds 
that he does not know but that Mary 
may have had sufficient grace to over- 
come “sin of every sort.” 


TO PROTESTANTS, perhaps, it is 

all most pedantic. It was St. Bernard 
in the Twelfth Century who first raised 
the question of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, which Saint Thomas Aquinas, the 
greatest of the medieval scholastics. re- 
fused to admit.

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ANCIENT SCROLLS TELL 
OF JESUS’ FIRST BIRTH 


Christ’s Ministry Attested by 
New Evidence Found in 
Cave in Palestine 


Chicago, Nov. 21—Ancient scrolls dis- 
covered in the Holy Land give “proof” 
for the first time that Christ’s coming 
actually was foretold before he came, a 
high Syrian religious authority said to- 
day. 

It is hoped that “soon” the latest in- 
terpretations of the ancient scrolls can be 
published, along with translations, His 
Grace Mar Athansius Yeshu Samuel, 
the Syrian Archbishop of Jerusalem, 
said. 

The archbishop, who brought several 
of the scrolls to the United States, said 
as the result of study of the Isaiah scroll 
it is regarded as indisputable fact that 
Christ’s coming was foretold long before 
the event took place. 

The scroll, which contains the entire 
book of Isaiah and verses foretelling the 
Messiah, predates Christ’s birth by sev- 
eral centuries, 

Many persons believe the Isaiah scroll 
found in the Dead Sea cave was the 
same manuscript placed in Jesus’ hands 
in the temple as a youth when his fol- 
lowers wanted to show him how his com- 
ing had been awaited, as described in the 
New Testament (Luke IV:17). 

Many circumstances point to this be- 
lief, the archbishop said—the location of 
the cave, near where the temple probably 
stood; the careful state of preservation; 
and the likelihood that these scrolls may 
have been placed there by close followers 
of Christ. 

The scrolls also give the “most posi- 
tive” indication of where John the Bap- 
tist went when he meditated in the des- 
ert, the archbishop said. John probably 
joined up with the Essenes, an ancient 
sect which believed in repentance, group 
piety and which expressed early dissatis- 
faction with pre-Christian religious 
forms.

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ESSENES 


And they condemned slavery not only as 
an injustice but as an impious violation 
of the natural brotherhood of men. 

Nevertheless, they were Judaists. 

They held tenaciously to the tradition- 
al law-giving of Moses, blasphemy 
against their law-giver was punishable by 
death, they rejected logic as unnecessary 
to the acquisition of virtue, and specula- 
tion on nature as too lofty for human 
intellect. The sacred books were pre- 
served and read with great reverence, and 
the Sabbath was most scrupulously ob- 
served. However, they did reject animal 
sacrifice as well as marriage; the oil with 
which kings and priests were anointed 
they considered unclean, and the con- 
demnation of oaths and community of 
goods were unmistakable innovations 
for which they found no hint nor warn- 
ings in the old Hebrew writings. Their 
most singular feature, perhaps, was their 
reverence for the sun. 


N their speculative hints respecting the 

nature of the soul and the future 
state, we find another important devia- 
tion from Judaism, and the explanation 
of their asceticism. They held that the 
body was mortal and its substance transi- 
tory; that the soul was immortal, but, 
coming from the subtlest ether, was 
lured as by a sorcery of Nature into the 
prison-house of the body. At death it 
was released as from slavery, and soared 
joyously aloft. To the souls of the good 
there was reserved a life beyond the 
ocean, and a country oppressed by neith- 
er rain, snow, nor heat, but refreshed by 
gentle wind blowing ceaselessly from the 
sea. But the wicked went to an abode 
of wintry darkness. Josephus tells us 
that the Essenes believed in fate—or 
Karma—but in what sense, and what re- 
lation it bore to Divine Providence, does 
not appear. 

Granting then that some foreign in- 
fluence had been at work in Essenism, 
we have four theories offered to us—that 
this influence was Persian, Buddhist, Py- 
thagorean, or lastly, as maintained by 
Lipsius, that of the surrounding Syrian 
heathenism. Each of these views has had 
able advocates, but it must not be sup- 
posed they were mutually exclusive. 

The fact that the Pharisees and 
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Sadducees so often figure in the 
pages of the New Testament, while the 
Essenes are never mentioned, might 
plausibly be interpreted to show that the 
New Testament emanated from the side 
of the Essenes. So far as concerns the 
Epistle of St. James this interpretation 
would probably be correct. That work 


contains the doctrine common to the Es- 


senes with Plato, and suggestive of Per- 
sian or Zoroastrian Dualism—that God 
is the author of good only. There are 
also certain points of resemblance be- 
tween the Essenes and the early Chris- 
tians. Both held property in common; 
both had scattered communities which re- 
ceived guests one from the other, both 
avoided a light use of oaths, both taught 
passive obedience only to political au- 
thority. The list might be enlarged, but 
it would not necessarily prove more than 
that the early Christians shared in the 
highest ideals of their age. 

Christianity was to some extent a pop- 
ularization of Essenism, but there is no 
evidence anywhere, either in Judaism, Es- 
senism, or Christianity, that Jesus was an 
Essene. The very nature of His subse- 
quent moral size throughout the world 
would have established the connection, 
in the nature of human vanities, had it 
truly been a fact. That the Essenes, a 
hundred and fifty years before Jesus ap- 
peared and taught, advocated many of 
the moral and spiritual attributes that 
later distinguished Christ’s teachings, did 
not make Him an Essene merely because 
He taught them. 

Anyhow, Essenism vanished in the pop- 
ularization of early Christianity. Much 
of the monastic life of the Middle Ages, 
however, was Essenism in purest form. 
What difference does it make today? 

Men of all society can’t withdraw into 
desert villages, foreswear marriage, and 
live lives of isolation premised on queer 
doctrine. Doctrine must be of such a na- 
ture that it teaches all men to live nobly 
and courageously wherever life finds 
them. 

Nevertheless, it is notable that Essen- 
ism appeared as and when it did. It 
showed that whenever the times get dour 
across the world, there is ever a segment 
of humanity that turns its faces to higher 
life-patterns. It is the basic nature of 
man to do this.
